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Sharing the Pain, Sharing the Responsibility 



Canadians often comfort 
themselves with the idea that 
Canada is a much safer place to 
live than the United States. I don' t 
know whether this is wishful 
thinking or a defense mechanism 
to combat panic. The fact is that 
Canada is not immune from street 
violence. Though we may have 
less crime per capita than the 
United States, it still rocks our 
communities to the core when it 
strikes. Maybe the fact that it's 
less common here makes it all the 
more real when it does happen. 

Most people are familiar 
with the events that took place in 
Sudbury over the weekend. A 
police officer stopped a car on a 
routine check and was shot to 
death by one of the two passen- 



gers in the vehicle. The two men were 
picked up by police shortly thereafter. 

Occasionally, when a police 
officer is killed in the line of duty, a 
funeral procession is held for them 
that is befitting an individual who 
serves the community in such a coura- 
geous way. This past weekend Sud- 
bury's largest church was filled with 
mourners so numerous they poured 
out into the street. Premier Bob Rae 
was there, as well as police officers 
from across North America who came 
to show their sympathy. 

When looking for those respon- 
sible for the pain caused to the offic- 
er's family and die rest of die commu- 
nity, most people look for the indi- 
vidual who bought the gun, aimed and 
fired it at the officer. He will receive 
his day in court and hopefully justice 



will be meted out 

But after we have taken com- 
fort in the prosecution of the offender, 
wiU our community be any safer? 
Likely not You see, the same cir- 
cumstances that created the evil na- 
ture in this individual will still exist. 
The superficial satisfaction of seeing 
the offender punished is not as much 
of a comfort after all. If our intent 
here is to prevent further incidents 
that show us how fragile our safety is, 
then we must make an attempt at 
prevention. 

Whether we like it or not the 
community shoulders some of the 
responsibility for the society we have 
created. This is a society where vio- 
lence is glorified and the lines be- 
tween good and evil are blurred. At 



night we lock ourselves in otir 
homes and let the streets take care 
of themselves, when they become 
dangerous during the day we fur- 
ther limit our activity, instead of 
taking a stand. Finally, we delight 
in watching the very violence that 
we abhorr in otir community. 

We must be pro-active in 
the prevention of street violence in 
order to avofd tradgedies like the 
one that look place over the week- 
end. If we could penetrate the apa- 
thy that envelops Canadians and 
convince ourselves that otir com- 
munities are worth saving we would 
berewardedforourefforts. It would 
be a courageous action on our part, 
rem iniscenl of a police officer who 
died in the line of duty. 



Tuition Talk

This fall. Education and Training Minister David Cooke is expected 
to make a major announcement about university tuition fees. The Council 
of Ontario Universities came out this summer in favour of a 50% fee increase 
over the next two years, but include the proviso that the government 
introduce an Income Contingency Repayment Plan (ICRP) as part of any 
package. 

The ICRP, currently in operation in Australia and New Zealand, does 
not require students to repay their loans until they have reached certain levels 
of income. Its basic premise is that educational expenditures are an 
investment in the individual's future but should not have to be repaid until 
the graduate realizes the benefits of that education. There is a particularly 
strong case for this in such programmes as medicine, where the payback on 
the investment is almost guaranteed, but, in general, the correlation between 
university education and access to gainful employment is high. 

I am not in favour of any increase in tuition fees that does not, at the 
same time, address ability- to-pay factors. Hence, the sorts of increases 
proposed by COU must be accompanied by an ICRP provision and more 
scholarships and bursaries to ensure equality of opportunity throughout our 
society. This is a major challenge but we can meet it with the appropriate 
will to address it. 

A major caveat to any increase is what happens to the proceeds. One 
advantage to increasing tuition fees at this time is that, for the next diree 
years under the Social Contract legislation, none of us working at the 
universities will receive any salary increases and so the increased revenues 
would be directed to improving the quality of programmes and services for 
students. The same concern applies to the government's actions. If it simply 
passes the debt onto the student, by cutting grants at the same time that it 
raises tuition, there will be no improvement in the quality of a university 
education. A student who pays more has a legitimate claim to at least 
preservation of existing quaUty, if not its substantial improvement. From 
this perspective, I believe that most students would accept an increase in fees 
if they were certain that the revenues thus generated produced a visible 
improvement in their academic programme. 

I will be discussing these issues with student leaders over the next 
few weeks and would encourage everyone to participate.

JACKSON SPEAKS 
AT LAURENTIAN

Reverend Jesse jackson urged 
the audience not to use the Free Trade 
Agreement as an excuse for racism 



against mexicans during his speech at 
Laurentian University on Friday, Oc- 
tober 1st. 

He spoke in the Fraser audito- 
rium to students as well as members 
of the Sudbury community. He 
touched on a number of subjects re- 
lated to the purpose of his appearance, 
that being to discuss racism. 

The civil rights activist sug- 
gested that because of the NAFTA 
agreement blue collar jobs will be lost 
by Canadians and Americans, but this 
is not to be blamed on the Mexican 
people.

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The secrets of the universe 
may be almost revealed. Yes. you 
read right, the answers to hundreds 
of fundamental questions plaguing 
astrophysicists everywhere are in 
sight. "What might this be?", you, 
the astute reader, may ask. The 
answer is the Neutrino. 



The Neutrino has been de- 
scribed as one of the fundamen- 
tal building blocks of nature. It 
is so small (its mass is specu- 
lated to be about a factor of" 
100,000 less than that of an elec- 
tron, if it has mass at all( that we 
are bombarded by millions a day 
without any interaction at all 
between our atoms and these lit- 
tle particles. Yet these litde bug- 
gers may dominate the structure 
of our universe. 

The Neutrino was "discov- 
ered"in 1930 by Wof gang Pauli, 
and Austrian. He realized that 
the law of energy conservation 
weren • t holding up as they should 
between products of radioactive 
decay. He reasoned that there 
must therefore be another parti- 
cle, in addition to the "regular" 
ones already present that carries 



away this energy. In 1933, Enrico 
Fermi named it the Neutrino, Italian 
for "little neutral one". 

Now you're probably won- 
dering why we're babbling on about 
these liule particles, right? Well, in 
early 1995, Sudbury will be the site 
of the world's largest, most advanced 
Neutrino detector in the world: SNO, 
the Sudbury Neutrino Observatory. 
The Japanese have one, as do the 
Americans, but compared to SNO, 
they are nothing. 

The detector is located in a 10- 
storey tall cavern 2073 metres below 
the Earth's surface in the deepest 
section of INCO's Creighton Mine. 
It is essentially a large acrylic con- 
tainer, holding 1000 tonnes of heavy 
water worth $300 million on loan 
from the Canadian government. 
Heavy water (D20 for science buffs) 
is essentially the same as normal water 
except that it is not radioactive and it 
has a neutron in addition to water's 
regular nucleus. When a neutrino 
interacts widi the nuclei of atoms in 
the heavy water, a brief burst of light 
will occur and be picked up by one of 
2000 photomultipliers (light-sensi- 
tive detectors) and later analysis of 
these readings will permit research- 
ers to determine neutrino energies, 
direction of travel, and time of ar- 



rival. It is hoped that up to 10,000 
interactions a month will be recorded 
at SNO. This $61 million dollar 
project is termed "a bargain" by those 
involved because Sudbury already 
has the necessary facilities. To do a 
project like this from scratch would 
cost almost half a billion dollars ($300 
million for heavy water plus close to 
$150 million for a mine, which was 
lent to SNO by INCO). The project 
involves scientists from 3 countries: 
Canada, the U.S. and the U.K. and is 
expected to employ over 200 people 
until it is scheduled to stop taking 
data in August 2000. The list of 
participating institutions boasts some 
prestigious names. Among them are: 
Lauientian University, Carleton Uni- 
versity, Queen's University, the U.S. 
Department of Energy, Princeton 
University (U.S.) and Oxford Uni- 
versity (U.K.). Impressive, but oth- 
ers cannot be listed due to space con- 
straints. 

Well, there you have it. Sud- 
bury, Ontario, home of "the world's 
largest smokestack" is actually on 
the forefront of particle physics. Well 
I never...

1997, Does It Ring A Bell To You?

Time flies in a blinking of 
an eye. This is the seventh year 
since I have been in Canada. In 
approaching graduation, the level 
of worrying increases. There is 
so much uncertainty ahead of me. 
Too many things are out of the 
domain of my control. Questions 
keep mesmerizing my mind like: 
Where should I go? Which coun- 
tries fit me the best? 

I am a Chinese, more pre- 
cisely, I am a Hong Kong Chi- 
nese. It might not make any 
difference to most of the Cana- 
dian students; however, the dif- 
ferences are actually significant 
enough to raise my concerns. 

China leased Hong Kong 
to Britain some ninety -five years 
ago as a result of losing the 
Nanjing War. Thus, Hong Kong, 
situated in the south of China, 
was governed by the British Gov- 
ernment for decades. The most 
consequential divergence would 
be the extremely different social, 
cultural, and political systems 
which the British Government 
practices. As well. Hong Kong 
has its own currency and its own 
set of laws and regulations. It 



inherited both Eastern and Western 
cultures compared to the pure Chi- 
nese culture in China. The majority 
of Hong Kong people speak Canton- 
ese (although I would call it *Hong 
Kongese' instead). The typical Chi- 
nese hard working characteristic and 
the geographic advantage contribute 
to Hong Kong*s rapid prosperity. 

As the British lease expires 
soon, the crisis that China will regain 
control of Hong Kong produces an 
enormous immigration outflow. Af- 
ter the June 4th, 1989 studentdemon- 
stration in Beijing, the immigration 
flow has become even stronger. Peo- 
ple lined up overnight outside some 
countries' immigration offices to get 
an application form and they were 
paying a CN $250.00 nonrefundable 
fee without knowing the chances of 
gaining status. The Hang Seng Index 
fluctuated drastically, up to 200 points 
in a day as Chinese leaders made 
announcements. This signified the 
overwhelming concerns of Hong 
Kong citizens. 

On the other hand, the British 
Government has been imposing a 
considerable number of new policies 
in terms of how the Government 
should be run after the takeover pe- 
riod. Reasonably enough, some peo- 
ple would question Britain's ultimate 
intention. 



As a result of the Chinese 
Government open policy, the thriv- 
ing boom in the Chinese economy 
drives Hong Kong people to prospect 
optimistically. The global recession 
also pushed Hong Kong immigrants 
back to Hong Kong. Moreover, the 
trip I made to Shanghai a couple 
months ago gave me a positive feel- 
ing of economic growth. The pros- 
perity is certain and investment op- 
portunities look attractive. 

As a permanent resident of 
Canada, I can stay in this country 
after I graduate. Despite the fact that 
I appreciate the mosaic culture, the 
peaceful atmosphere, and the natural 
environment, I can hardly see myself 
admiring the tax system. The bright 
side of staying in Canada would be 
that I can always reasonably antici- 
pate the future. The level of uncer- 
tainty is comparably lower than the 
one in Hong Kong. But I have been 
longing to stay with my parents. I 
mean, you would never realize how 
much they mean to you until they are 
so far away from you. The excellent 
business opportunities in China also 
look attractive to me, yet, the uncer- 
tainties in Hong Kong and China 
make me hesitate to put my foot down. 
I wish somebody could teU me where 
I should be heading.

The best way to explain and 
define the relationship be 
tween government policy and 
Native people is with the word 
"colonialistic". Colonization is the 
reason for legislation being racially 
prejudiced. Colonialism can be de- 
fined as one nation *s or group's cre- 
ating dependency in another nation 
or group, the objective of which is to 
extract resources of the aboriginal 
society. 

There are two kinds of colo- 
niaUsm, structural and cul- 
tural Structural includes the 
takeover of Indian lands, imposed 
economic independence, and exter- 
nal political control. Cultural coloni- 
alism involves controUing and de- 
stroying social and cultural structures 
or put another way "civilize the sav- 
age".

ssimilative policies have not 
changed in Canada since its 
initiation in 1876, at Confed- 



eration, except for slight adjustments, 
such as, the Indian Act. Despite lack 
of control over the political and so- 
cial institutions that influence them 
including legislation like the Child 
Welfare Act, Native people have re- 
fused to renounce their claim to sov- 
ereignty and aboriginal rights. 

Native children are more than 
five times as likely to be ad 
mitted into care as non-Na- 
tive children in some provinces; it is 
simply not a problem of over-repre- 
sentation. Native children who are 
removed from their communities and 
socialized within the dominant soci- 
ety tend to devalue their own cultural 
background. Natives and non -Na- 
tives call it cultural genocide. The 
incidence of Native identity crisis 
happening diuing adolescence in- 
creases for children raised in non- 
Native homes. 

Young Natives discover they 
no longer fit in a society they 
were raised in. They are more 
likely to be moved from one foster 
home or placement to another. This 
usually results in conflict with the 
law and early institutionalization. 

One feature of the coloniza 



tion process is the attempt by the 
dominant society to assimilate the 
minority, in this case it is the Aborigi- 
nal people. For example, in Sas- 
katchewan 91.5% of Native foster 
children were living in non-Native 
homes, in northern Ontario it is 85- 
90%. 

In the last twenty years die 
child welfare system has been 
very successful in separating 
huge numbers of Native children from 
their families and communities into 
the United States and elsewhere. The 
uprooting of Native children from 
their homes leaves a devastating im- 
pact and reinforces feelings of de- 
pendence and inferiority in Native 
communities. 

There are two kinds of ra- 
cism. One is personal, where 
an individual person discrimi- 
nates against another. The other form 
of discrimination is institutional rac- 
ism. It is defined as those laws and 
relationships built into major social 
institutions which aid in promoting 
the existing inequality and social ex- 
clusion of groups like Native people. 
The child welfare system fails to rec- 
ognize Native rights, culture and prac- 
tices and thereby discriminates 



against it. 

Institutional racism is wide- 
spread in Canada which in 
turn leads to systemic exclu- 
sion of Native people in their eco- 
nomic and social life, reinforcing their 
feelings of inferiority and insuffi- 
ciency. 

It is therefore very imj)ortant 
that social services be; Native 
determined, community 
based, culturally specific and Native 
controlled. This is beginning to hap- 
pen now. 

Social workers have a variety 
of roles to play in relations 
between Native people and 
dominant society. This is why I ap- 
prove of Laurentian University's 
Native Social Work Programme. 
Social injustice in the system affects 
social justice everywhere else. 

Admittedly, there are non- 
Native Children Aid Society 
workers trying very hard to 
ensure the safety of Native children, 
yet the fact remains that the system 
disregards Native concerns such as 
the extended family, and as a result is 
culturally inappropriate.

The Vice-President Academic invites nominations of full-time faculty members in recognition 
of outstanding teaching performance at Laurentian University for the Laurentian University 
teaching excellence award. Preference will be given to the following criteria: 

Criteria 

• comprehensive knowledge of subject 

• preparation for class 

• enthusiasm for subject 

• encouragement of student participation 

• ability to motivate and maintain high standards 

• ability to stimulate interest in the subject matter 

• effective communication 

• fairness in evaluating students 

• accessibility to students outside of class v 

Three people must sign the nomination form in accordance with the procedures set out below: 

Procedures 

• Sponsor(s) must obtain the nominee's written consent so as to help to assemble a complete file . 

• Nominations will be accepted from the Dean of the Faculty to which the faculty member 
belongs or from three (3) other people who could be faculty and/or students of any department 
at Laurentian University. Self nominations will not be accepted. 

• No standard form of submission is required. It is the sponsors' responsibility to provide 
sufricient evidence from as many sources as possible, to make it clear that outstanding work 
deserving of recognition has been done. A teaching dossier of at least the last two years must 
be included. 

• Evidence of outstanding performance includes the foUoMf ing: formal questionnaires for 
student evaluation of teaching, student petitions, testimonial letters from students, alumni, 
fellow/ faculty members or administrators , endorsements from faculty and/ or student councils, 

objective measures of student learning, including committee-marked final exams and standard- 
ized tests, course outlines, methods of evaluating students and any other relevant information. 
It is useful to have testimonials from a variety of clientele. 

• The Award will be bestowed only when evidence of outstanding performance is found. 

• Letters of nomination with full supporting documentation should be sent to the Office of the 
Vice-President, Academic (Faculty and Services) before November 30, 1993. The dossier must 
be complete. 

• The successful candidate will be honored at the Spring Convocation. 

• The winner will become eligible again for the Award only after her/his sabbatical has been 
completed. 

All students are encouraged to nominate a professor who is deserving of this a\vard.

The Laurentian Men's Cross Country run- 
ning team has once again proved that they are a 
dominant force in Canadian running. Laurentian 
University hosted the "Laurentian Open" on October 
2nd which attracted teams from York, Queen's, 
RMC, Guelph, Ottawa and Lake Superior State. 
Despite missing some key runners (Mark Proulx. 
BemieLaCourciere. Kevin Sullivan and Ben Sidney) 
due to illness and injury, the Vees managed to 
capture first place honors by defeating Lake Superior 
State by one point and Guelph by three points. Mark 
Dewan once again displayed gutsy front running 
tactics to win the very rugged 10.3km race. Leading 
the pack of 65 from the gun, Dewan never looked 
back (except to take a glanceat his 100-metre lead). 
But one man alone cannot win a team victory (just 
ask McMaster) as Derek Reed hung tough and bat- 
ded some very talented runners to capture 5th place. 
Rob Campbell and Jason Leach surprised everyone 
'by starting die race conservatively and worked to- 
gether to pull down runners to place 8th and 12th 
respectively. 

One of die most exciting finishes ever dis- 
played came from Marvin "You wouldn't want to be with this guy with 400-meters to go" Bauman as he used his 
explosive kick passing seven runners (yes 7 ! ) with 400-meters to go. He placed 23rd. The improvement of Laurentian 
runners, Sam Biggs (36di), Rob Vanden Hengel (42nd), Mike Woodcock (58th), Neil Dunthome (60di), Chris 
Hooper (61st) and Ray Gingras completed the victory for the Vees. Things are looking good for the Cross Counuy 
Vees as they woik towards qualifying for the Nationals in Nova Scotia. Their next meet is in Waterloo on October 
16th.
